Mr. Vidal is certainly entitled 
to hi§ views and opinions of 
the Kennedys, but I find it of- 
fensive when these thoughts 
are permitted to parade in the 
form of a “review” of “The 
Death of a President.” Per- 
haps if they had the inherent 
merit necessary to engage the 
interest of your readers, these 
views might have been per- 
mitted to stand on their own, 
and not put forward under the 
guise of a book review.
